‘SUMMARIZED. 


Peeuliar Positions of Debs and Gompers 
in the Pullman Troubles. 
Cuicaco, July 14.—The great strike of rall- 
way men in sympathy with the striking 
workingmen at Pullman ended in the com- 

plete surrender of the strikers. 

President Debs of the American Railway 
Union sent to the Board of General Mana- 
gors, through Mayor Hopkins, an offer to 
declare the strike off if the managers would 


agree to take back the men without preju- 
dice, excepting those convicted of violence. 


The General Managers returned this letter 
to the Mayor unanswered, on the ground 
that they cannot recognize the American 
Ratiway Union and do not know anybody 
named Debs. 

That is the General Managers’ little biuf. 
They are Gelighted at the surrender and will 
be overjoyed to get the men back. Their 
alleged resumption of business has been an- 
other bluff. Passenger service has not yet 
been fully resumed, and freight hes been at 
a dead standstill. They have to have their 
old men back and they Know it, but it would 
not be their policy to admit it. 

They have the workingmen down and they 
propose to jump on them. This has been 
their policy from the Orst, and the — 
rallroad manager knows no chivairy even in 
the hour of victory. 

Mr. Debs says that the rejection of his offer 
will cause a renewel of the fight and that all 
bis resources Will be devoted to its mainte- 


nance. 
Tnat is Mr. Debs’ biaff. He is beaten and 
he knows it, but he wants to save something 
out of the wreck for his men. 
The strike is dead and barring some new 
act of idiocy on the part of the general man- 
agers will not be revived.

Mr. Debs said: ‘‘We 4 to prosecute 
this fight with greater Vigor than ever. 

He said he had seen r. Pullman’s state- 
ment to the public, and tus fact that Mr. 
Pullman had at last condescended to make a 
Statement was very satisfactory tothe Amer- 
ican Rallway Union. Mr. Debds added 
that the arbitration commission which 
President Cleveland proposed was ap- 
parently now unnecessary in view of the 
action of the General Managers’ Association 
in refusing absolutely to have anything to do 
directly or indirectly with the American 
Railway Union. The President could, of 
course, stillappoint such a commission, but 
Mr. Debs said he could see no use for such 
action by Mr. Cleveland now. ‘*The general 
managers,’’ said Mr. Debs, have undertaken 
to crush the American Rallway Union, and 
the A. R. U. will fight back.’’

Mayor Hopkins’ Statement Concerning 
an Alleged Interview With Gen. Miles. 


Curcaeo, III., July 16.— The story is false 
from deginniag to end.

According 
to this report, the Mayor answered that he 
should not mix up In the matter, whereupon 
Gen. Miles pulled out his watch and said he 
would give Mayor Hopkins just thirty min- 
utes in which to issue instructions to his po- 
lice and to call out the State militia, and that 
if he (Hopkins) refused to obey, he would de- 
clare the city under martial law and arrest 
the Mayor for conspiracy.

WasHiInGTon, D. O., July 14.—Dispatches 
received atthe Post-office Department dur- 
ing the day report that the interruptions to 
the mall service are rapidly decreasing, and 
show that the strike is practically ended. 
Reports from Chicago and other points in the 
West indicate a general improvement in the 
mail service, and postal officials express 
their relief atthe withdrawal of practically 
all the obstructions tothe transmission of 
the mails except in California.

POHLMAN’S PRIVILEGES, - 


The Heuse of Delegates Gives Away a 
Valuable Franchise. 


The House of Delegates last night passed a 
Dill granting to William Pohlman the privi- 
lege of keeping burros, saddle ponies, saddle 
horses, wagonettes, T-carts, children’s 
wagons, etc., at Forest Park for hire. The 
terms on which the privileges were granted 
are somewhat peculiar and unlike those on 
which any other park concessions are held.

TARIFF CONFERENCE. | THREE DEAD ROBBERS. 


The Heuse Cenferrees Pressing Changes 
im the Senmate’s Schedales. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., July 14.—The tariff 
conference has now advanced to such a 
stage that it is impossible longer for the con- 
ferrees to Keep the main features of their 
work from thefr Congressional assoctates. 
Much that Nas been definitely accomplished 
has reached Ssnators and members not on 
the committee, notin the form of rumors 


and reports, but as accomplished facts. As 
thus considered, the chief featares on which 
the conferrees have come together areas 
follows: : 

Pottery rates increased 5 per cent, making 
the ratesthose of the House instead of the 
Senate amendment, the Senate having re- 
duced them. 

Glassware comes down to the House rates, 
the action in this case being the reverse of 
that on pottery for reasons herealter stated. 

Tue cotton schedule has been scaled down 
about 5 per cent from the Senate rates. 

The woolen schedule also bas been brought 
down a considerable percentage, making it 
morein accordance with the House rates. 
The tobacco schedule has deen Drought back 
to the House rate on the important item of 
wrappers, the rate being 31, instead of the 
Senate rates of $1.50 anc $2. 25. 

The metal schedule has not been materially 
changed from the rates fixed by the Senate, 
Neither irom nor coal has been carried back 
to the free iist, as in the House bill, and, 
the decision is not final, there is every 
reason to belleve that Bp rate of #0

The income tax has not been passed, dut

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President Dabs is paltering. When he 
made the announcement published ia yes- 
terday morning’s Post-Disraton extra 
that the strike was off he settled the mat- 
ter, The strike was off and stays off. 

That the announcement was premature 
and was a blunder does not affect the fact. 
It merely ‘emphasizes the capacity 
of Mr. Debs to blunder. His state- 
ment was a surrender of his control 
and freed his men from obligation to his 
suthority as far as this trouble is con- 
gerned. They are at liberty to protect 
themselves as far as possible. Even if 
Debs and Sovereign had power to nullify 
the effect of the former’s deciaration, the 
action of the Federation of Labor would 
be a death blow to the strike. 

But, on the other hand, the blunders of 
Mr. Debs afford no justification for the air 
of haughty arrogance which the General 
Managers’ Association seems inclined to 
essume towards organized labor and the 
A. R. U. strikers in particular. The mem- 
bers of this association in Chicago and 
especially President Egan and Chairman 
St. John appear to neéd reminding that 
the meanest trick in the category of 
human ection is the kicking of 
an opponent when he is down. 
They need to be reminded that the 
organisation of labor ie a fact which 
gannot be wiped out bya shake of their 
pugust heads, and that the obligation of 
conciliation and fair conduct is as heavy 
upon themas upon the humblest worker 
in the land. 

Surely if President Cleveland could in- 
voke the spirit and law of arbitration 
Messrs. Bgan and St. John can yield to it 
without impairing their dignity. It the 
President could courteously receive repre- 
sentatives of organised labor and listen to 
their appeals and courisel, these gentie- 
men could take note of an humble 
proposition from labor leaders tendered by 
the Mayor of Chicago. 

As far as the men of the A. R U. are 
concerned, their sacrifice for the benefit of 
others, however great the mistske it la- 
volved, proved their generosity and mag- 
nificent fidelity to voluntary obligation.

ELECTRICAL PROGRESS, 


There are over halfa million telephones in 
service In the United States. 


More than half the street rallway mileage 
in the United States is now operated by 
electric power, 

Electrical weaving machines are in use in 
Germany. Seamless stockings with double 
heel¢ are rattied out of each machine at the 
rate of eleven pairs an hour. 

The floor of the engine and dynamo-room 
of a new building being erected in New York 
is of three-quarter inch deck glass. This 
arrangement, of course, insulates the men 
working about the dynamos, and gives a 
flooring that is easily kept clean. It seems 
probable that this scheme willl be generally 
acopted in future. 


Telephonic communication has lately been 
established between lightships and the shore 
in Great Britain in several instances. he 
connection is expected to be of great service 
in affording eartiest information of casual- 
ties to vessels inthe vicinities of the ships, 
besides being of great value to the light- 
keepers aboard the isolated ligutships.
